"My 


Unit to Prepare Them Whoa No Hot 


Water Is at Hand. 


Fomentations of hot or cold water are 


often very ^useful, ,and every -one should; 
know how to grve them. A flannel olpth 
may bo folded, wrung, out of .hot or cold; 
water as is desired and applied directly 
to' the skin. It is" much better after 
\vringiug out the flannel as dry as de- 
sired to fold it in a dryflannel cloth 61 
one or two thicknesses before applying 
it to the, patient. ;A little time is re- 
quired for the heat of the fomentation 
to penetrate the dry flannel, and thus 
the skin is allowed an opportunity to 
acquire tolerance : for the heut, and a, 
higher degree of temperature can be 
borne if the moist cloth is brought di- 
rectly into contact with the surface. 
The outer fold of dry flannel will also 
serve to . keep: the cloth warm by pre- 
venting evaporation.

Weigh- 
ing about 51 carats, it at one time 
formed part of the crown ]ewels of 
Duke Charles the Bold of Burgundy, 
and on bin death iu battle m Switzer- 
land was foand set either iu his helmet 
or sword hilt. The Swiss sold it to tho 
Fieiich king of the day, and from that 
timo forth it became one of the crowu 
3tiwels of France. 


It disappeared at the time of tbe revo- 


lution, reappeared at the restoration 
and at the time of tho second revolu- 
tion in 1880 passed by purchase into 
tbo possession of Anatole Dernidoff, the 
Mnscovito millionaire. It was worn for 
a tijno by Demidoff'p wife, Princess 
Mathilda Bonaparte, but he took it 
from ber before their separation and 
then bequeathed it to his nephew, Paul 
Denridoff. The latter t>old it iu the six- 
ties for tho sum of $200,000, a ridicu- 
lously small prico, to the late Sir 
Jamsetjoo Jojeeliobhoy, the Parseo mil- 
lionaire and philanthropist of Bombay. 
After his demise bis heirs put it once 
more in tbe market, and it was pur- 
chased by William Waldoif Astor by 
private contract, no mention being made 
of the price paid.—Philadelphia Times.
